REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 17-19 are now pending in the application. Claims 21-25 have previously 
been withdrawn and claims 8 and 20 have been canceled. The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejections in view of the amendments and remarks 
contained herein. No new matter has been added. 

Rejection Under 35 ILS.C § 102 

Claims 1-7 and 17-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fernandez (U.S. App. Pub. No. 2005/0165400). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Applicants note that claim 1 has been amended to include the recitations of claim 8 and 
claim 17 has been amended to include the recitations of claim 20 rendering this rejection moot. 

In view of the above remarks, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to reconsider 
and withdraw the rejections of claims 1 and 17. Since claims 2-7 depend from claim 1 and 
claims 18-19 depend from claim 17, for the same reasons applicable to claims 1 and 17, 
Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to reconsider and withdraw the rejection of claims 
2-7 and 18-19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 8 and 20 are 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. As set forth above, claims 8 and 20 have been canceled and the 
recitations have been added to claims 1 and 17 placing the claims 1 and 17 in condition for 
allowance.

It Is believed that all of the stated grounds of rejection have been {properly traversed- 
accommodated, -or rendered moot Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner 
reconsider and withdraw all presently outstanding rejections.
